TUESDAY, JULY 25, 1922. 
The Speaker took the Chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the first day of the Second Session of the Fifth 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the despatch 
of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour Robert 
George Brett, Lieutenant Governor, dated July 18th, 1922, the 
Clerk of the House read the Proclamation as follows:

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TWENTY-FIFTH day of July now next, at the hour of three 
o'clock in the afternoon, at Our City of Edmonton, personally 
be and appear for the DESPATCH OF BUSINESS to treat, 
act, do and conclude upon those things which in the Legislature 
of Our Province of Alberta by the Common Council of Our 
said Province may, by the favour of God, be ordained.

His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House, 
and, having taken his seat on the Throne, was pleased to open 
the Session by the following gracious speech: 


“SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


‘“Mr. SPEAKER AND MrMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“I welcome you to the Second Session of the Fifth Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

| “During the recess, the Southern part of the Province has 
been honoured with a visit from His Excellency Lord Byng, 
Governor General of Canada, and Lady Byng. They have met 
with a most hearty and loyal welecme at all points visited. 
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‘“My Government is looking forward with much pleasure 
to entertaining their Excellencies at the Capital on their return 
to the Province in September. 

‘‘Since the closing of the Session in March last, the Parlia- 
ment of Canada has passed ‘The Canadian Wheat Board Act, 
1922.’ One of the provisions of this Act is that it shall come 
into operation as soon as two or more Provinces have enacted 
such enabling legislation as the Governor in Council may consider 
necessary to make the Board’s operation comprehensive and 
effective for the purposes intended. 

“In view of the grave economic conditions prevailing 
throughout the Province, my Government decided to call a meet- 
ing of the Legislature to consider such concurrent legislation as will 
place the Province in a position to co-operate with the Dominion 
and other Provinces in establishing a satisfactory Board. 

‘“‘T now take leave of you, with the fullest assurance that 
you will give this matter, and such others as may be submitted 
to you, your wise consideration, having in mind, at all times, 
the best interests of all the people of the Province.” 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
House.

The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


The Hon. Mr. Greenfield read the following statement to 
the House: 

On the 14th July the Government appointed A. A. Carpenter 
of the Public Utility Board, a Commissioner to enquire into the 
supply and distribution of natural gas in the Province, along 
the lines indicated in the Order in Council, but having special 
reference to the application of the Canadian Natural Gas, 
Light, Heat and Power Company, Limited, hereinafter called 
“the gas company.” 

' A formal report of his findings is not yet available on account 
of circumstances beyond his control, but the Government 
have obtained an interim verbal report from Mr. Carpenter 
from which it appears: 

1. That although the application was made in the name of 
the gas company the agreement under which the company 
purported to have acquired rights in the Redcliff field was, in 
fact, entered into by Mr. Sifton, Jr., and his associates. 

2. No information has been afforded either by Mr. Sifton 
or his associates relative to the manner in which the proposed 
pipelines would be built or the terms on which gas so acquired 
would be supplied to the City of Calgary. 
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3. The said agreement has expired and the gas company 
now has no agreement respecting gas rights in the Redcliff or 
Medicine Hat fields. 

There is, consequently, no application now before the 
Government. 

The Government although urged by the City of Calgary 
to make a definite statement as to its attitude on any future 
application, after careful consideration has concluded that it 
would be inadvisable to do so until it has the advantage of a 
careful study of Mr. Carpenter’s report. It will endeavour 
to reach a decision at an early date, and, in the meantime, 
if any member of the House desires to express an opinion on the 
question, the Government will be glad to take it into considera- 
tion. 

Ordered, That the statement be laid on the Table of the 
House (Sessional Paper No. 1) and copies be distributed to the 
Members. 

Mr. Pearson, the Hon. Member for Calgary, asked if the 
House would accept a Motion without the usual notice on the 
subject referred to and contained in the Premier’s statement. 

The House unanimously agreed to accept the motion without 
the usual notice, and the Rules with regard to Notice of Motion 
were suspended. 

Mr. White moved, seconded by Mr. Pearson: 

That, whereas the natural resources of this Province should 
be protected in the interests of the people as a whole, 

And whereas the finding of the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners decided that the residents of Calgary should 
be granted relief from the serious shortage of gas which is and 
has been existing in that municipality: 

Be it therefore resolved that this House is of the opinion 
that when a joint application is made by the party or parties 
who desire to sell and the municipality agreeing to buy after a 
satisfactory arrangement had been arrived at, that permission 
should be granted immediately to cross road allowances, due 
care and precaution being exercised. In the event that any 
jomt request is not made by September 1, by virtue of the 
situation which exists in the City of Calgary through its gas 
supply that this House is of the opinion that the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners should immediately re-open the case 
with a view to re-establishing the former rate. 

A debate followed. 

Mr. W. G. Johnston moved as an amendment, seconded 
by Mr. W. C. Smith: } 

That all the words in the motion after the word ‘‘That”’ 
where the same occurs in the first line thereof be struck out, 
and the following inserted: 

“That the whole question be held in obeyance until the 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners have had an opportunity 
to make a thorough investigation into the gas situation in the 
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southern part of the Province as it affects the three munici- 
palities, namely, Calgary, Redcliff and Medicine Hat.”’ 
The debate continued. 


It being six o’clock Mr. Speaker left the chair.

His Honour Robert George Brett, Lieutenant Governor of 
the Province of Alberta, having entered the House and being 
seated on the Throne, 

The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the titles of 
the Bills to be assented to as follows: 

/ An Act to Confer Certain Powers upon the Canadian 
_ Wheat. Board. 
/An Act respecting Sessional Indemnities, 1922. 

To these Bills the Royal Assent was announced by the 
Clerk of the Legislative Assembly as follows: 

“In His Mayjesty’s name His Honour the Lieutenant 
Governor doth assent to these Bills.”’ 


His Honour was then pleased to deliver the following 
Speech: 
‘““Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 


“You were called together last Tuesday, in this present 
Session of the Legislative Assembly, for purposes which were 
deemed of first importance and under conditions of urgency. 

“T now thank you for your attendance and for the devotion 
which you have given to the matters brought before you. 

“The close and strict attention which you have devoted to 
the important questions which have come before you has. given 
me much pleasure;'and I earnestly hope that the result of your 
labours will be beneficial to the people of this Province, and 
fully realize the expectations which have been so widely given 
utterance to. 

“T fervently hope that a Beneficent Providence will con- 
tinue to bless and prosper our Province; and I send, through you, 
to all our people, my sincere good wishes for their future pros- 
perity.”’ 

The Provincial Secretary then said: 

“Tt is His Honour the Lieutenant Governor’s will and 
pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now prorogued, and 
this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”
